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The Trial of John Scudder for tle 
Murder of Peleg T. Bassett—A 
quittal of the Accused.

Our readers will remember that one 
’ yyear'ago, in the first number of the News, 
we published a brief account of the affray 
occurring in the’streets of Denver, be- 


` -tween John Scudder and Peleg T. Bas- 


ie ‘sett, both residents of this city, which re- 
sulted in the death of the latter. It went 
forth to the world, thata murder had been 
committed. .It was with pain that we 
gave the sad intelligence, and nowthrough 
-the same source, it 1s with pleasure, that 
- we announce that John Scudder is a vin- 
dicated man; he stands acquitted bya 
jary of his country of the murder of Capt. 
“Bassett ; 

Our space will not permit us to give @ 
detailed account of the affray, nor of the 
recent trial—we can scarcely do more than 
announce the result of the mvestigation. 

The affray occurred onthe 16th of 
nd "April 1859, and its tragical result created 
a most intense excitement H: our commu- 
nity—especially as it aroused to a great 
degree the sectional prejudice and ill will 
existing between the then rival towns of 
_ Auraria and Denver. Mr. Scudder at 
the time expressed a desire to stand his 
trial, but before a judicial examination 
was had, he left the country—a fugitive 
from justice as was supposed by many. 

On the 17th inst., Mr. Scudder unex- 
pectedly returned tofthis city from Utah, 

where he had sojourned in the meanwhile 
—for the express purpose, as he announc- 
ed of being tried for the crime of which 
he was accused. Accordingly deputy 
sheriff Sisty took Mr. Scudder in custody 
‘under a warrantissued by Chas A. Law- 
rence Esq , a Justice of the Peace under 
the Provisional Government. The case 
- came before the Justice for a preliminary 
examination on the 18th inst., when upon 
a plea to the Jurisdiction of the court be- 
ing filed by the counsel for the prisoner, 
it was agreed on the part of the people, 
and of the defence, that the trial should 
be had before the People’s Court, with 
Esquire Lawrence as Judge, and that a 
jury should be empannelled whose decis- 
10n should be final. In accordance with 
this agreement the trial proceeded. It 
lasted two days, and many witnesses were 
examined. A very brief review of the 
testimony is all that we can give. 

The homicide’ was adnimitted, and the 
nly point for the prosecution to establish 
was-thatit was inexcusable. It appeared 
in evidence, on the part of the prosecution, 
that on the morning of the affray, it had 
_ been repetted to Scudder that Capt. Bas- 
sett had made remarks highly prejudicial 
to Scudder’s fair fame, and good stan- 
ding in this community; that thereupon 
Scudder'went to Capt. Bassett’s cabin, and 
called the deceased to the door, and asked 
him 1f he had made the remarks above 
referred to. Bassett at first denied ma- 
king the remarks, and then admitted do- 
ing so, at the same time starting toward 
Scudder witha stick ın his hand. Scud- 
der retreated a short distance, and then 
drew his pistol and shot Bassett, from the 
effect of which shot, Bassett died in about 
* eight hours. 

Most of the witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion, also testified upon their cross exami- 
nation, that great ill will existed between 
Bassett and Scudder—especially upon the 
part of Bassett—and that Bassett had fre- 
quently made remarks highly derogatory 
tó Scudder’s character ‘ 

« On tke part of the defense, 1t appeared 
that for months previous to the affray, Bas- 
sett had repeatedly and publicly slandered 
Scudder, and had made remarks concern- 
ing him of the most aggravating nature ; 
that upon Scudder’s calling on . Bassett 
on the morning, of the rencounter, Bassett 
‘appeared at the door with a stick in his 
hand, and upon admitting that he had 
made the remarks, that were the imme- 
diate cause of the interview, he sprang at 
Scudder with the stick raised as if to strike; 
that it was at this time that Scudder fired 
his pistol, The stick was prodaced in 
court, and identified, and Dr. McDowell 
testified that it was of sufficient size and 
strength to inflict a blow, 1£, wielded by a 
man of ordinary strength, that would 
cause death in a majority of cases, if the 
blow fell upon the head, and a@-fracture 
or breaking of bones, 1f the blos fell up- 
on the limbs. - It further appeare@in ev- 
idence that Bassett was a large and pow- 
erful man, while Scudder is below the 
medium stature, and slightly made. Ev- 
idence was also given showing the good 
“character of the puisoner; the falsity of 
the charges made against him by the de- 
ceased; the prevailing custom of wearing 
arms at the time the affray occurred ; 
and also, that Scudder left the city against 
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Mountain News. |his will, at the soheitation of various per- 


sons, who. apprehended that if he remain- 
eda collision would occur between the 
citizens of Auraria and Denver. The 
general scope of the evidence was to the 
dffect.that the firing of the pistol by Scud- 
der was unpremeditated, and was the re- 
sult of well founded apprehension for his 
personal safety. 

Upon the ease bemg given to the jury, 
they soon returned with the not unexpec- 
ted verdict of nok guilty.

P. McClure Esq.; for the defense Messrs. 
Ford, Bennett and Moore: The utmost 
courtesy was manifested by the counsel 
on both sides, who instead of hampering 
their inquiries by the strict rules of evi- 
dence, threw the door open to all tesumo- 
ny that promised to throw hght upon the 
investigation. Truth was sought for, and 
let us believe that the truth was found.

Smoky Hill. 

The Leavenworth Times, of the 10th 
inst., replies at some length to our recent 
remarks respecting the above named 
route.

Our censure was directed to 
those who did last season, and would 
again this season, induce imexperienced 
emigrants, poorly provided, to venture 


upon the exploration of an unknown 
route. 
The reference to the suffering and 


[starvation of the Illinois party—the Blue 


brothers—last summer, by the Times, as 
an “isolated”? case, is erroneous. Hun- 
dreds of others suffered in equal or less 
degree, as can be proven by scores of 
men now here. We can refer to mdi- 


i vidual instances, 1f necessary, and show 


that the suffering was occasioned as much 
or more, for the want of water, which 
they could not bring with them, as for the 
want of provisions which they did not 
bring, because of their inexperience. 
The editor of the Times asserts that 
there was loss of life in but one party 
We have conversed with men who re- 
ported fourteen deaths, that came under 
their own observation. Of one party that 
wandered in on to the head of Cherry 


ool, out of nino porsemey other em or 
seven died. Before closing us article, 
the Times says’ 

«Until the exploration now making by 
Green Russell, Esq., is completed, it 
would not be advisable for persons, who 
have no experience in travelmg on the 
plains, to take any new route, however 
advantageous it may seem to be.” 


Now, gentlemen of Leavenworth, you 
are right. Send forward an exploring 
party, under a judicious and practical 
leader—just such as Mr. Russell—and 
when they have found and marked—un- 


'mistakably—a route, and reported its prac- 


ticability, camping places, wood, water 
and grass—bad places, 1f any—then turn 
mexperienced adventurers upon it, but 
do not seek to build roads, or explore un- 
known routes, by persons who only knew 
that -‘Pile’s Peal was in Kansas, Kansas 
bordered on the Missouri river, and that 
stream was navigable by boats.” g 

The implied charge that what we have 


written, was because of hostility to Leav- 
enworth is mcorrect. Toward no city or 
people have, we more friendly feelmgs 
than Leavenworth, and we sincerely hope 
that nothing will ever occur to mar 
that friendship. At the same time 
we feel it omu duty to raise our voice 
against wrong, wherever it may occur, 
and that duty we shall perform, to the 
best of our judgment and ability, let the
